Foreign Comment. 

London, Feb, 2.—The St. James Gazette, 
commenting on the probability of President 
Cleveland dropping the arbitration treaty, 
says: *‘ Should, however, President Cleve- 
land or his successor ask us to accept an 
amended treaty it would be just as well to do 
so and thereby again show how much we 
wish to Keep on friendly terms with the 
United States. In the meanwhile what a 
lesson the whole story gives as to the value 
of the great principle of arbitration between 
two States more closety rélated tn !anzguage 
and blood than any~-ethers in the world, 
They are without a real cause for quarrel, yet 
they cannot even agree to arbitrate without 
elaborate provisions which exclude every- 
thing of the least genuine importance.”’ 

The Globe says: *“‘ Herein England we are 
loath to rid ourselves of old-time delusions 
wand that is undoubtedly why we still. cling 
to the idea that the people of the United.

CUBAN REFORMS ARE NOW OUTLINED. 


Weyler to Be Superseded, but the Mat- 
ter of the Tariff Is Giving the 
Offictals Trouble. 


London, Feb. 3.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Madrid says one of the chief steps 
towards reform in Cuba, it is announced, will 
bé the complete division of the jurisdiction 
of the civil and military authorities of Cuba. 
It is expected that Gen. Azcarraga, the Span- 
ish Minister of War, will be appointed 
Viceroy to Cuba and that he will in reality 
succeed Captain-General Weyler.

SPANISH YOLUNTBERS ARE CUT DOWN 


Drawn Into a Trap, Some Ate Slaugh- 
tered and the Others Parsded 
to Havana's Gates. 


Key West, Fla., Feb. 2.—{Special.}—One of 
Col. Hernandez’s detached bands met 300 
men of the Havana Volunteers on Sunday 
ten miles from Havana and defeated them 
badly. They fired on the Cubans first seen, 
and these retreated. The volunteérg fol- 
lowed fn hot haste and in some disorder. 
Another band of Cubans, lying in ambush, 
rose up and delivered a terrible fire. The 
Spaniards were thrown into confusion, and 
the insurgents dashed forward with their 
blood-curdling yell of “‘ Cuba Libre” and cut 
down all before them. The volunteérs were 
pursued almost to the gates of Havana: <A 
part of the block-house garrison there at- 
tempted to stem the torrent of Cubans, but: 
were glad to hurriedly retreat into their 
fort. The Cubans encamped half a mile from 
the block-house and remained there several 
hours. Then, hearing that a larger detach- 
ment of cavalry had been sent forward, they 
retreated. The loss of the volunteers was 
over fifty men wounded, killed, and missing, 
and half the men returned to Havana un- 
armed.

BILL 10 RBAPPORTION INDIANA. 


Republican Members of Both Branches 
of the Legislature Hold a Joint Cau- 
cus and Decide on a Measure. ’ 
Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 2.—[{Special.]— 
After figuring a week on a new legislative 
apportionment for Indiana to take the place 
of the old Democratic gerrymander 
of 1885, under which the State was 
compelled to hold its last election, 
the Republican members of the Legislature 
in joint caucus tonight decided on a bill re- 
districting the State. It is based on the 
fairest lines of any apportionment bill yet 
drawn. The unit for representation in the 
House is 6,250, and no district exceeds or 


falls short of this number more than a few 
hundred, 


There are n@ padded or juggled 
district#, and the bill is believed to have 
the necessary virtues to stand all attacks 
in the courts. 
The following shows the Representative 
and Senatorial districts agreed on in the 
bill, which will be introduced tomorrow and 
is expected to become a law before another 
week:

GEORGIA JUDGES UNDER SUSPICION. 


Legislature Meets Today to Decide 
Whether It Will Impeach Several 
Members of Superior Court. 


Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 2.—{Special.]—The Legis- 
lature of this State meets in adjourned ses- 
sion tomorrow, for the purpose of deciding 
whether it will_ proceed to impeach several 
Judges of the Superior Court, who. are 
charged with grave crimes and misdemean- 


ors. 
In this State the Judges are elected by the 
Legisiature, and it has been freely charged 
that the ppesent State administration owes 
its existence to the fact that Gov. Atkinson 
while a member of the Legislature, formeda 
ring in which were engaged all the Judges 
and Solicitots-General of this State. They 
agreed upon a division of the offices, present 
and to come, by which Atkinson was to be- 
come Governor, Steve Clay, now Senator, 
was to succeed him, and other promotions 
were to be made in regular line. 

After its first success this ring lost much 
of its prestige, but summoned up strength 
enough in the beginning of the late Legis- 
lature to re@lect all its Judges and Solicitors. 
This‘led to a bitter debate in the State Sen- 
ate upon a bill providing that hereafter such 
elections shouid go direct to the people. 
Among thos@ who saw fit to speak was Sen- 
ator Yancey Carter, a typical Populist with 
long auburn locks, who declared that there 
were Judges on the bench in Georgia who 
were worse criminals than any of the men 
they had sent to the State penitentiary. This 
charge was at once taken up by the Demo- 
crats as an attack upon the judiciary, and 
the Democratic majority passed resolutions 
calling upon Senator Carter to make good 
his charges. ,Being pushed into g corner he 
accepted the gage of battle and *kave in the 
names of Judge Sweat and Judge Reese as 
being the persons he had in mind.

STATE DEEPLY IN DEBT. 


TANNER FINDS SHORTAGES 
ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


GOV. 


State Institutions Have Borrowed 
Money and the Future Is Seriously 
Mortgaged—Bad Squeeze Is Com- 
ing Before the Tax Levy, Which 
Will Be Available April 15, 1898— 
Appointments to Be Announced 

Soon—Revell’s Bill Will Not Pass. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 2—[Special.}—There 
is a great deal said here as to the condition in 
which Gov. Altgeid left the State, and as 
Gov. Tanner is making an investigation in a 
quiet way concerning the condition uf the 
various Std@te institutions, he begins to see 
that the State is even more deeply in deb* 
than anybody has to this time imagined. He 
has been unable to work through the Com- 
missioners of the various institutions, be- 
cause they came in under Altgeld’s adminis- 
tration, and for that reason he must wait 
until after he gets his own appointees in, 
when he can determine the financial condi- 
tion of the various institutions, see how 
much the State is in: debt, and make 
recommendations to the Legislature respect- 
ing the borrowing of money to run the Stai¢e¢ 
until the money begins to come in from ine 
next tax levy. 

He has within a few days received from the 
authorities of the Illinois State Reformatory 
at Pontiac a statement of the financial con- 
dition of that institution. It shows that 
seven requisitions, beginning Dec. 17, 1895, 
and including Nov. 29, 1896, aggregating 
$209,750, have been discounted through the 
Livingston County National Bank at Pon- 
tiae. Of this money, $143,750 has at various 
times been repaid by the State Treasurer. 
There are two requisitions outstanding in 
the hands of the bank. One is dated Nov. 
12, 1896, for $25,250; one dated Nov. 1¥, 1896, 
for $40,750, making a total of $66,000. 

Same Conditions Everywhere. 

The same condition of affairs is said to 
obtain in every penal and charitable insti- 
tution within the State of Illinois, but the 
exact figures, or even their approximates, 
cannot be Had at this writing. They all have 
to be shown up as soon as the Governor ap- 
points his Penitentiary Commissioners and 
the Commissioners of Public Charities. Gov. 
Altgeld’s appointees are making a great 
handling of what they term a decrease in the 
per capita cost of maintaining the dependen- 
cies of the State charities and the convicts 
in the penitentiaries. As an example of this 
Commissioners of the Asylum for Insane 
Convicts at Chester have made a showing 
regarding the decrease of $20 to $25 a year 
per capita, and atthe same time frankly 
admit that the decrease is on account of the 
low prices of all the staple articles of life, 
such as fiour, meat, clothing, and every- 
thing of that sort. 

What is true of one institution in this re- 
spect is true of all others, and although 
Altgeld’s appointees would lay the flattering 
unction to their souls that they have saved 
the State immense sums of money, the truth 
of the matter is that they have been grossly 
profligate, and that the only money saved is 
owing to the depression of the times and low 
prices received for farm products. 


Will Make Gomplete Statement. 


Gov. Tanner is not yet prepared to makea 
message to the Legislature setting forth the 
conditions of these various institutions. As 
soon as: his appointees are installed he will 
call for a full and complete statement re- 
specting the immediate needs and require- 
ments, the indebtedness, and the wants of 
the institutions for the coming two years. 
If the exigencies of the case demand he will 
convey his wishes to the General Assembly 
by means of a message and in that document 
he will set forth facts and figures which will 
show the exact condition of the various in- 
stitutions. 

It stands to reason that the State will be 
compelled to borrow for the immediate pres- 
ent, but the tax levy will soon bring forth 
fruit and there will be enough on hand to 
meet the requirements of the State. This 
will not obtain until the 15th day of April, 
but after that there will be plenty of money 
to run until about the 15th day of July. As 
he now estimates, the State will reach the 
first day of July with $1,500,000. This will 
be drawn out on apropriations within fifteen 
days from that time, leaving the State Gov- 
ernment without any funds to run on except 
that derived from the Illinois Central rail- 
road, about $300,000, which will come in 
December, and the fees of the State officers, 
aggregating perhaps $400,000 or $500,000, up 
until the 15th day of April, 1898S. The State 
can only borrow, under the Constitution, 
$250,000 until that amount is paid. Then it 
can borrow $250,000 more, but it can only do 
this by and with the consent of the General 
Assembly. 

Sees No Solution. 


The Governor says he does not see any 
solution to the financial difficulties in which 
the State finds itself by reason of the 
profligacy of the Altgeld administration. 
The Legislature must unquestionably make 
a heavy tax levy, but that will not be avail- 
able until the 15th day of April, 1898.: Be- 
tween the middle of July of this year and 
the middle of April, 1898, the State is likely 
to be in financial straits. Bonds can only 
be issued by the State after a direct vote of 
the people. The Altgeld administration has, 
as bankers term it, been “ kiting,’’ but the 
time has come when bankers, like everybody 
else, want their money. For this condition 
of affairs nobody but Altgeld and his ap- 
pointees are to blame. It was unknown 
under Republican rule and the sum involved 
may run up to pretty near $1,000,000. 


Regarding Appointments. 


Go¥. Tanner tomorrow or next day will 
send to the Senate his nominations for the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission and 
the Board of Commissioners of the Southern 
Penitentiary. The makeup of the Peniten- 
tiary Board depends largely on the Railroad 
Commissioners. Ald. Joe Bidwill of Chica- 
go will undoubtedly be one of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissione Cicero J, 
Lindley will also be a member of that body. 
Some place has to be found for Cicero, who 
is one of Tanner’s closest political and 
personal friends. 

It was thought for a long time that Cicero 
might get thé Marshalship of the District 
of Southern Illinois, .but Charles Persist- 
ent Hitch, Chairman of the Republican 
State Central committee, bobbed up with 
Cullom’s indorsement for the place. Cicero 
thought he had Cullom’s coéperation, but he 
hadn’t. This shut Cicero out of the Mar- 
shalship, and Cullom promised to indorse 
him for the Collectorship of the Springfield 
district. This was well and good for a long 
time, and Cicero” was regarded as a sure 
winner. He had Cullom and he had Tanner, 
too. 

Backs the Wrong Candidate. 


Then came the Senatorial election, which 
resulted in the selection of William  E. 
Mason, and Cicero’s chances went up the 
flume. * Years and years ago Jonathan Mer- 
riam was Collector of Internal Revenue for 
the Springfield district. Jonathan battled 
for Mason from the beginning to the end of 
the Senatorial fight. He has Mason’s in- 
dorsement for his old place, and it is un- 
derstood that Cullom looks kindly on Jonath- 
an, too. Merriam may get the place after 
all. At all events Cicero isn’t in it for the 
Collectorship, and Tanner is going to take 
care of him by putting him on the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission. This will fix 
Cicero and Bidwill. 

The third place on thé Railroad Board is 
between Tom Scott of Wayne County and 
Charles 8. Rannells of Morgan. Both of 
these men are devoted friends of Tanner 
and the Governor does not know what to do 
about it. A week ago Tom Scott’s selec- 
tion was conceded by everybody. Rannelis 
has made no contest for the position, saying 
he did not want to embarrass Tariner. It 
seems as if the whole Republican party over 
in Rannells’ country came here in his inter- 
est, as did also the Republicans from down 
in Egypt for Tom Scott. 


Gevernor in a Quandary. 


So the Governor isin aquandary. Hecer- 
tainly will take care of Scott, and the bétter 
opinion seems to be'tonight that he will ap- 
point Rannells on the Railroad Board and 
put Scott in as one of the Commissioners of 
the Southern Prison. Scott is not dependent 
on office-seeking for a living, and neither is 
Rannells, for the matter of that. Scott un- 
doubtedly would be pleased with a railroad 
commission, but he might not want a place 
on the Penitentiary Board. If he can be 
persuaded to take the place on the board of 
the Southern Prison Rannelis will be put on 
the Railroad Board. Just as soon as this 
question is settled the Governor will an- 
nounce both boards to the Senate. It may be 
adjusted yet tonight or early tomorrow 
morning. In case it is the appointments 
will, be made at once.

STATE HOUSE IS BURNED. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE PENNSYLVA- 
NIA CAPITOL BUILDING. 


New Structure, Must Rise from the 
Ashes That Has Served as a Meet- 
ing Place for the Legislature Since 
1822—Lively Scramble of the Mem- 
bers of the Two Houses to Get Out 
of the Blazing Building—Harris- 
burg Department Blamed. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 2.—The Pennsylvania 
State Capitol was destroyed by fire this 
afternoon, and a new structure must rise 
from the ashes that has served as a meet- 
roa of the Pennsylvania Legislature since 

The flames within the short space of oné 
hour ate up $1,500,000 worth of property.

During the fire several persons were slight- 
ly injured by falling timbers. For a time it 
lookei as though the adjoining department 
buildings would be destroyed, but a shifting 
wind saved them. At 2 o’chock the flames 
were under control,«the fire having been con- 
fined to the Capitol Building. 

The records of this session were saved. 

The contractor for the improvements in 
progress held an insurance of $70,000, his 
contract not being finished. 


Where the Solons Will Meet. 


There is talk of finishing .the session either 
in Pittsburg or*’Philadelphia, but Senate Li- 
brarian Millers says a building can be se- 
cured here, 

Superintendent of Public Buildings De- 
laney, who estimates the total loss to be | 
$1,500,000, said: 

“TIT will fight for the rebuilding on the 
Colonial style. We will have a meeting of 
the Building committee as soon as the House 
and Senate committees can be appointed. I 
don’t think that it is possible to take the 
session away from Harrisburg, which city 
is named in the Constitution as the place of 
meeting.’’ ° 

There is not much over $190,000 insurance 
on the building and contents, according to 
the statement of the Treasury officials. 

The burned Capitol was built eariy in the 
century, but was nevertheless regarded as 
one of the handsomest specimens of Ionic 
architecture in the country. The building 
was of red brick, with white trimmings. It 
was surrounded by a park of ten acres and 
stood on an eminencé almost in the center of 
the city. The main structure was two and 
one-half stories high, surmounted by a large 
dome, from which a fine view of the sur- 
rounding country could be had. The Capi- 
tol’s dimensions were: Length, 180 fet; 
width, 80 feet. . 

Corner-Stone Laid in 1819. 


The corner-stone was laid. on May 31, 1819, 
by Gov. Findlay. The building was finished 
in 1821, and was first occupied by the Gen- 
erel Assembly Jan. 3, 1822. On each side 
was a wing, that on the north being occupied 
by the Senate and the southern wing by the 
House. At each end of the building, sep- 
arated from it by a narrow space, are lo- 
cated two. buildings containing the State 
Treasury Department and Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s office and other State offices. One 
hundred feet south is the modern granite 
building known as the Executive Building, 
recently erected at a cost of nearly a million 
dollars for the accommodation of the Gov- 
ernor, Attorney-General, and Secretary: of 
State. : 

This building also shelters the State library 
and a portion of it is used as a State museum. 
The liarary is one of the finest in the world 
and until two years ago was quartered in 
the structure destroyed today. It was the 
danger from fire that constantly men- 
aced the library in the old building that in- 
duced the authorities to erect the fireproof 
structure in which it is now located.

After Mrs, De Bar's arrest on a charge of 
eonspiracy to defraud Luthur R. Marsh the 
police confiscated forty-one oil paintings 
from her house, Some of these pictures were 
needed as evidence to secure a conviction 1n 
the case. Among them are a number by old 
masters, notably Van Dyck, a Velasquez, 
and a Guido Ren These, with anumber of 
celebrated spook Pictures, which the deluded 
Mr. Marsh believed to have been painted by 
dead masters, comprised the collection. 

The storage in the property-room has done 
the paintings no good. , They are coated with 
dust, and the magnificent frames are said to 
be practically ruined. As an instance of the 
value of the paintings, a Paulist father is 
said to have offered $5,000 for one of them, a 
painting of Pontius Pilate.

down in the hole. Of what occurred after 
that he naturally has no remembrance. 
Marphy Hurled Ten Feet. 

The explosion followed the instant the 
light was brought into contact with the gas 
that was pent up in the tank. Murphy was 
thrown ten feet to the side of the power- 
house, and was picked up later in an insen- 
sible condition. The heavy masonry above 
the tank was torn into fragments and hurled 
in every direction, tearing down a high board 
fence several yards distant and breaking in 
the neighboring windows. Martens and 
Peterson, who had been near at hand, were 
found to be hurt. 

Instantly the whole mass of oil in the tank 
was seething flame, which leaped far above 
the roof of J. J. Badenoch & Co.’s elevator, 
which stood only a few yards away. Fora 
moment the fire threatened not on'y this 
structure, but seemed likely to take every- 
thing in its neighborhood. On the track, 
almost within reach of the flames, was a 
tank car partly filled with oil and a few feet 
further away were two other large under- 
ground tanks, containing in all 15,000 gal- 
lons of oil. . 

Fire Department Called, 

The Fire Department was called out on 
a still alarm, but when it arrived:the flames 
had subsided somewhat, and there seemed 
to be little further danger unless the fire 
should be communicated to the neighboring 
tanks. While some of the companies were 
playing small streams from the chemical ap- 
paratus upon the burning tank the rest ex- 
erted themselyes in moving the tank car 
out of danger. After that little could be 
done excerpt to watch the fire burn itself out. 
Fortunately the underground walls of the 
tank were strong and escaped injury from 
the explosion, and so it was not at all diffi- 
cult to confine the flames within them. 

Still, the firemen were in momentary dread 
lest there was, unknown to them, some hid- 
den communication between the tanks.

which the directors were denounced as 
scoundrels, thieves, and liars. 

Fifty persons who had never met one 
another before constituted last night's meet- 
ing and arranged for the larger one. When 
they reached the clubroom at the Sherman 
House they sat around for half an hour 
waiting for somebody to call the meeting 
to order. Every one wanted to do something 
to get his money back, but did not know 
how. At last a lawyer present, who said he 
was not a depositor, started the ball. 

Before the meeting adjourned this back- 
ward gathering was applauding the de- 
nunciatory speeches with all vigor.

The firemen pres- 
ent warned him of the danger of his act, 
saying that if he persisted in it there would 
be an explosion there some day. 

Murphy has held his present position for 
about: five years. He is 30 years of age and 
has a wife and three children.

Begin Paying the Dividend. 

The Dime Savings Bank began paying a 
30 per cent dividend to depositors yesterday. 
The counting4room was crowded from 9 
o'clock to 5, though the doors were shut at 
3 p.m. Many of the depositors were found 
waiting at the door by the jgnitor when he 
arrived to sweep off the sidewalk. The de- 
positors presented their books and were paid 
30 per cent of the amount to their credit 
without reference to the account books. 
About 400 claims were paid. 

‘The crowd was orderly and patient. Two 
policemen kept the lines straight, and the 
jam at the doors was relieved when it was 
understood there was enough money on 
hand for the first dividend. 

The depositors were for the greater part 
respectable working people.

CHANDLER'S BIMETALLIC RESOLUTION 


He Thinks the United States Should 


Not Permamently Aecquiesce in 
the Single Gold Standard. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—Senator Chand- 


ler introduced a resolution today, the full 
text of which ts'as follows: 


‘That it is‘the sense of the Senate that the 
United States ‘should not permanently 


acquiesce in single gold standard, and that 
the efforts of |the government in all its 


branches ghould be steadily directed to se- 
cure and maintain the use of silver as well 


as gold as standard money, with the free 
coinage of both under a system of bjmetal- 


lism to be established by international agree- 
ment, with such safeguards of legislation as 
will insure the parity of the value of metals 


at a fixed ratio, furnish a sufficient volume 


of metallic money, and give immunity to the 
world of trade from violent fluctuations of 


exchange.”’ 


MURDERER GEORGE BUTLER IN JAIL. 


Noted Australian Criminal Arrives at 


San Francisco and Is Immediate- 
ly Identified by Detectives. 


— 


San Franciseo, Cal., Feb. 2.—George Ed- 


ward Butler, alias Ashe, the murderer, whose 


arrival on the ship Swanhiida, so long ex- 
pected, is now in San Francisco jail. The 
Swanhilda was sighted at 5:15 o’clock this 
morning coming through the headsin tow of 
the tug Alice, The custom boat Hartley, 
which had been placed at the disposal of the 


police, was boarded in haste by six detectives, 
four newspaper men, and four revenue offi- 
cers,’ and the little vessel steamed rapidly 


away to the Swanhilda. 

When the pelice came on board and 
the men lined/up Butler was the second man 
in line. Capt. Frazier stopped an instant in 
front of him,)/and at the same time Sergt. 
Bonner of the local police covered him with 
a pistol. Butler’s hands went up like, a 
flash. lrons were slipped over his wrists 
and one of the most notorious criminals of 


modern times was a prisoner. 

Detectives McHattie and Conroy, who 
knew Butler in Australia (Conroy having 
narrowly escaped being one of his victims), 
were disguised when they boarded the Swan- 
hilda, and they charged Butler with the 
crimes attributed to him. 

Butler is credited by the Australian police 
with having murdered fourteen men. His 
plan was to entice men whom he knew to 
have money into the interior under the vre- 
tense of examining a mining claim and then 
murdering them. His last victim was Capt. 
Lee Weller, a retired sea Captain. Butler 
took his money and clothes and shipped on 
the Swanhilda under the name of Weller. 

Butler declines to be interviewed, refusing 
to make any statement as to his identity 
further than that his name is Elgan, but he 
admits having shipped under the name of 
Lee Weller. He is below medium height and 
is decidedly insignificant in appearance. He 
has a malevolent expression, but hardly 
looks like a confirmed criminal. He is ap- 
parently about 27 years oki, and his address 
suggests a man of fair education. When his 
baggage was brought ashore any amount of 
incriminating evidence was found carefully 
packed in his belongings. A photograph of 
Mrs. Weller, a pair of bluchers on which were 
stamped Weller’s name, two watches, a 
spectacle case, and watch chain with locket 
bearing Lee Weller’s name, and a number 
of books, on the fly leaves of which were the 
names of Weller and his wife, and many 
other articles discovered by detectives as 
positively connecting him with the mur- 
dered sea Captain and prospector.

With 
a roar and a flash the fire leaped up the shaft, 
smoke and flames filling the inclosure and 
pouring from the doors opening on the land- 
ings. 

N. H. Ford, head janitor of the building, 
was on the fourth floor. He saw the smoke 
and fire and knew what was the trouble in 
an instant. It is only a few’months since 


there was a fire in another elevator shaft In 
the building, caused by the grease being 
ignited by the torch of a workman in the 
basement. 

The car had begun descending into the 
well of flame below it, the excited occupants 
being unconscious of the fact the snfoke in 
the halls was caused by a conflagration in 
that shaft.

The occupants of the car had begun be- 
seeching Operator Olson to let them out as 
soon as they smelled smoke, but Olson, who 
is reputed to be one of the best elevator men 
in the city, kept a grip on the lever and on 
his self-possession and landed them safely on 
the sireet floor.

In this 
great industrial metropolis, where men con- 
gregate and coérerate, where you have your 
corn exchanges and your hanks, where you 
can’ exchange information and clear ac- 
counts, why not also have a great clearing- 
house of charities, and by means of this bank 
of sympathy reduce the dispensation of 
alms to a business plan of helpfulness? 


Charity Building in Chicago. 

“TIT look forward to a time when Chicago 
will have a commodious building dedicated 
solely to the use of charities, which may 
become an information bureau of relief 
work, the center of communion and co- 
a between those who would give 
help. 

**IT appeal to the noblest sympathies of 
this nobility of an American city in behalf 
of the work of organized charities. The 
power of ‘ helping your brothers’ by means 
of cheering and guidance is of infinitely 
greater importance than the indiscriminate 
giving of heediess help, which pauperizes 
and ruins.

LYMAN J. GAGE’S MONETARY VIEWS. 
In October, 1894, Mr. Lyman J. Gage 
made a speech at a Commercial club dinner, 
in which he set forth concisely his views 
regarding the monetary system and the way 
in which it should be reformed. He said: 
Our whole monetary s#yetem is the result of 
makeshift legislation and unscientific compro- 
mises, It is time that reform began. In my own 
opinion the greenbacks should be permanently re- 
tired. The silver purchased under the Sherman act 
should be gradually sold end the Treasury notes 
redeemed and canceled. Some well-guarde! sys- 
tem of bank note circulation, broader and more 
elastic than the present national bank act pro- 
vides, should be inaugurated. Such bank noics 
should be redeemable at a central place and be 


redeemable in gold only. 
To sum up, the defects of our present currency 


system are: 
1. A confusing heterogeneity which needs sim- 


plification. 

2. The greenback controverts the principle of 
paper money—viz.: that every note injected into 
the commercial system should represent an exist- 
ing commercial value.

gold. 
Would a national commissi@; help to promote 


the reform? There is reason to hope that it would 
bé of great service in that direction. The informa- 
tion which it might gather would be of immense 
value to all our people and would guide us to wise 
legislation. Emotion and sentiment are not safe 
guides in matters of science. A clear apprehen- 
sion of true principles will lead to correct action. 

These views, expressed by Mr. Gage two 
and a third years ago, are substantially 
those he holds today. They may have been 
modified somewhat as to details, but not as 
to general principles. He believes even 
more firmly now than he did in 1894 that the 
government must get out of the bankiug 
business. Ture Trisune has long been of 
that opinion, which is gradually becoming 
that of all intelligent people. 

In 1897, as in 1894, Mr. Gage is in favor 
of the retirement of thé greenbacks. There 
are several ways in which that may be done. 
When there is a choice of methods the pref- 
erence should always be given to the speed- 
iest and simplest. 

The greenbacks ought to be disposed of 
rapidly, since they form a dangerous and 
expensive currency. Those demand notes 
which have gone out of circulation are stored 
away in bank and safety deposit vaults, 
whence they will emerge only when there 
isarushforgold. Everything is quict now, 
but any disturbance in the money market 
would set the “ endless chain” at work 
again. 

Congress should provide that any bank 
presenting $10,000 in greenbacks may re- 
ceive 5 per cent gold bonds. Then, when it 
deposits those bonds with the Controller of 
the Currency, it may issue notes to their 
face value. Thus as the demand notes of 
the government disippear bank demand 
notes will take their place. 

On the bonds already deposited to secure 
cireulation notes have been issued for 90 
per cent of their face value. By abolishing 
that restriction the banks would be enabled 
at once to add 25 millions to their circula- 
tion, which is 225 millions now. 

The national banks should be required 
to redeem their notesin gold. If at any time 
one or more of them failed to do so, the bonds 
owned by them showld be sold for gold and 
the notes redeemed>with the proceeds. 

But it is doubtful whether there would 
be any occasion to do this. For when the 
banks knew that they had to redeem in 
gold they would take such precautions as 
would make any serious run on them im- 
probable. Nor would there be as much tim- 
idity about the solvency of the currency 
when private capital was behind it as there 
is now. The likelihood of panics and frantic 
rushes for gold would be minimized. 

There would be continued calls on the 
banks—especially those of New York—for 
gold for commercial purposes. But they 
would be receiving that metal from the 
other side of the ocean in equal quantities. 
There never would be such an outflow of 
gold as there was during. the panic years. 
That, as due to a withdrawal of foreign 
capital bécasioned by fears of a slump in the 
currency. : 

The resumption of gold payments in 1879 
was one great cause of the wonderful pros- 
perity of the immediatelysucceeding years. 
When the United States gets rid of a vicious 
monetary system, and thus convinces the 
world that its currency is sure to remain 
sound there will be another outburst of pros- 


perity. __ = ae 


THE CHARITY PROBLEM. 

It will be a gratifying outcome ‘of the visit 
‘of Mr. Robert Treat Paine, the practical 
Boston philanthropist, to this city if it leads 
to the adoption of his idea of organized 
charity and the doing away with the serious 
evils that arise from the independent, mis- 
cellaneous, and unorganized bestowal of re- 
lief. The experiences of our own Aid and 
Relief Society in more than one instance 
illustrate the necessity of adopting some 
such scheme as that which ha’ worked so 
admirably in Boston under Mr. Paine’s 
efficient administration. ‘The society in 
question is being constantly imposed upon 
by applicants howling for bread and work, 
who when they have got the bread have no 
longer any desire for work. There is no 
question that charity should represent work. 
It may not always be practical to set up a 
well-stocked woodyard, but as far as possi- 
ble some kind of work should be provided 
and all adult male applicants should be 
’ madé to earn their relief. Theonly persons 
to whom money is paid should be women 
and children. When money is paid to men 
it should be paid in the form of wages. If 
money is given to them without working for 
it, it is much more likely to go to the saloons 
than to the family. 

The curse of liquor should alweys be 
taken into account when dealing with the 
problem of charity. The money spent for 
liquor is enormous in its total. It renders 
the man still more incapable of work. It 
reduces his physical and enfeebles his men- 
tal power. As it makes him still more in- 
capable of earniug a living, it still further 
impoverishes his family. It destroys his 
pride and self-respect and sooner or later 
makes him a permanent charge upon socie- 
ty, either in the workhouse or the peni- 
tentiary. The man who is given money 
without work nine times out of ten will 
spend it in the saloon, where he can get 
something to drink as well as a free lunch, 
while his wife and children will be. forced 
out on the strect@ to beg in order to save 
themselves from starvation. Of course in 
an emergency, like that which confronted 
the city during the recent cold spell, suffer- 
ers niust be taken care of by money or other 
relief, 

It cannot be too strongly impressed upon 

for relief, however, that charity 
of this nature is only temporary, and that 
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|| when the emergency ‘ceuses relief of this | 
| . kind must cease. When once they are made | 


they will cease to expect it and will under- 
stand that in some way they must work for 
money, and the work should be provided. 
Once let it be understood that money would 
be contributed continuously, two-thirds of 
the people of the United States would avail 
themselves of the opportunity to live with- 


pout work. The finst duty of the charitable 


should be to organize their charities, so as 
to avoid imposition and double giving. The 
second duty should be to contribute relief in 
the form of wages. The third and last duty 
should be to provide the work. When these 
conditions are satisfied the charitable prob- 
lem will bé well on the way towards solu- 
tion. 
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DEPEW FOR THE ENGLISH MISSION. 

The report is revived in more convincing 
form that Chauncey M. Depew is to be the 
next Ambassador to the Court of St. James. 
It iseven broadly asserted that no less a per- 
sonage than Mark Hamna sent to another per- 
sonage in New York a telegram which regd: 
* Canton would like to make Depew Ambas- 
sador,” and it is easy to see that “ Canton ” 
is but|/ an amiable subterfuge for the Presi- 
dent-elect himself. 

‘It may be possible that Mr. Hauna did not 
send this telegram or one like it. It may be 
that “Canton”, has no desire to make 
Depew Ambassador, or that, if ** Canton ” 
has any such desire, “‘ Canton ” basa great- 
er desire to make some one else Ambassador, 
If these gloomy aspects of the affair prove to 
be justified they agree at least with the ut- 
terances of Dr. Depew, who persistently re- 
fuses to believe that *“* Canton ™ is contem- 
plating. heaping this honor upon him. But 
Dr. Depew is such an adept at graceful 
persiflage and so prone to jest with even the 
big events fate throws in his path, his friends 
have been inclined to disregard his airy dis- 
paragement of the reputed favor of “ Can- 
ton”’ and to believe that he would be the 
successor of Mr. Baydrd after all. 

This hopeful view of the case will meet 
with a larger share of public indorsement. 
Dr. Depew would take to London an equip- 
ment of sturdy Americanism that has long 
been wanting at Ambassadorial headquar- 
ters. He would be able and willing to eat 
as many or more dinners than Bayard and 
give much more than a “ quid pro qué ”’ in 
good stories with pointstothem. He would 
make post-prandial speeches of such exqui- 
site humor that all the delight icipat- 
ing prandial functions at which he was to be 
a guest would soon be centered in the 
“post.” He would be a representative of 
the United States more acceptable to En- 
gland than any of his predecessors in a 
String of years, and yet he would achieve 
this popularity without toadying or dena- 
tionalizing himself or making heavy speech- 
es denying his own people, as has been done 
by Bayard, who persisted in sticking to his 
office even after the people and Congress 
showed him plainly that he was not a fit 
man for the responsible position. 

Dr. Depew has succeeded,in winning a 
wide repute for a pretty wit without sacri- 
ficing any claims to dignity and wisdom, 
His appointment would meet with the ap- 
proval of the people of this country and 
would be received with marked satisfaction 
by the people abroad. The. “ Britishers” 
know best his business ability at the pres- 
ent time as the managing head of a great 
railroad corporation, but they have heard 
of his charming manner and have had oc- 
casional samples of its effectiveness. It 
would be a source of infinite delight to them 
if they should be able to have it with them 
uninterruptedly for four years. . Depew 
would be a peace treaty in himself.

THE MAYOR AND THE LAKE-FRONT. 

When THe Trrsune specified the ofher 
day some of the meritorious things Mayor 
Swift had done it failed to mention his labors 
in connection with the Lake-Front—labors 


which will give the city at some future day 


a beautiful down-town park of 160 acres, 

Some years prior to Mr. Swift’s coming 
into office the Supreme Court had ended a 
controversy of a quarter of a century by 
deciding that the Lake-Front belonged to the 
city. But nothing had been done to utilize 
that decision and improve the property. 

Some persons contended that docks and 
wharves should be constructed east of the 
railroad tracks and warehouses built there. 
They wanted tosee the commerce of the city 
concentrated on the Lake-Front, and the 
streets of the business district so packed 
with teams that no vehicle weaker than a 
dray could get through. 

Mayor Swift did not sympathize with the 
views of these individuals, who thought 
there might be pickings for themselves out 
of docks and wharves. He saw a better use 
could be made of the property. 

Fie succeeded in negotiating a most ad- 
vantageous arrangement with the [linois 
Central, by which it agreed to build a mile 
of wall out in the outer harbor, and to make 
various other improvements of zreat value. 
Then finally he succeeded in having the 
Lake-Front turned over to the South Park 
Board, which will convert it.intoa beautiful 
pleasure grotind. 

It took a great deal of diplomacy and de- 
termination on the Mayor’s part to bring 
these things about. He succeeded where a 
less persistent, energetic, and far-sighted 
man would have failed. 

The Mayor also saved Jackson street from 
the clutches of a strect railroad company. 
That took the hardest kind of fighting on his 
part. He managed to have the street made 
a boulevard from Halsted street to Michigan 
avenue, and got the South Park Board to 
agree to take charge of and improve it. 

Thanks to him the connection between the 
West and South Side parks, through the 
heart of the city, was preserved. The 
bicyclists were not deprived of the use of the 
only thoroughfare left them in the business 
district. Mayor Swift did them a great 
service, which they should never forget. 

A GOVERNOR’S POWER TO VETO ITEMS. 

Gov. Tanner declares that “ I have recom- 
mended that the General Assembly shall 
not exceed 8 millions in its appropriations. 
At the last session the appropriations 
amounted to 10 millions.” 

The Governor recognizes the fact that the 
people of this State are not in love with high 
taxes. Nor do they approve of the legis- 
lative trick of authorizing heavy expendi- 
tures and then adjourning without appro- 
priating money enough to pay the bills. 
There has been too much of that of late 
years. 

Legislatures and Congresses are naturally 
extravagant. They spend other people’s 
money and they do not care how much they 
squander. There will be a demand at 
Springfield this year for more public insti- 
tutions and for heavier appropriations for 
those already in existence. 

Happily Gov. Tanner has a weapon at his 
command which will be far more effective 
than all his pleadings for economy. A con-

The Governor shall then return the bill with 
his objections to the items of sections,of the same 
not approved by him to the house in which the 
bill shall bave originated, which house shall enter 
the objections at Aarge upon its journal and pro- 
@eed to reconsider so much of said bill as is not 
approved by the Governor. 

The same proceedings shall be had in both 
houses in reconsidering the same as is hereinbe- 
fore provided in case of an entire bill returned 
by the Governor with his objections; and if any 
item or section of said bill not approved Dy the 
Governor shall be passed by two-thirds of the 
members elected to each of the two houses of the 
General Assembly it shall become part of said 
law, notwithstanding the objections of the Gov- 
ernor. 

Gov. Tanner should let the members of 
the Legislature know about this constitu- 
tional provision, and assure them he in- 
tends to use it as a corrective of their possi- 
ble extravagance. This amendment ena- 
bles him ‘to knock in the head the unneces- 
sary items " any appropriation bill. He 
does not, like the President, have to veto 
a whole measure to get rid of one vicious 
feature. The Governor will strike and 
spare not if the legislators do not heed his 


words of warning. 
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A POINT IN THE IMMIGRATION BILL. 

Some Armenians of Cook and Lake Coun- 
ties have sent a letter to Senator Cullom 
setting forth that the immigration bill has 
caused them much anxiety upon the ground 
that Armenians coming from Turkey, who 
happened to reside in that country, wonld 
have to be able to write the language of that 
country, which they might not be able to do, 
as the’l’urkish Government makes no appro- 
priation for educational purposes and thle 
Turkish language is not made a compulsory 
study in the Armenian schools, 

The Armenians who have written this 
letter have stated an objection for which 
there is no foundation, hence there is no rea- 
son why they should be apprehensive. The 
first section of the bill, as passed, provides 
that “all persons physically — and 
over 16 years of age who cannot read and 
write the English language or the language 
of their native or resident country ” shall 
be added to the aliens already excluded from 
admission. Under this provision the Ar- 
menian who cannot read Turkish, but can 
read Arnienian, would be admitted. If he 
can read neither he certainly should be ex- 
cluded. In the discussion upon the bill as 
it came fromr the conference committee in 
the House-this point was emphasized, as 
will be seen by the-following extract from 
the Congressional Record: 

Mr. Hainer—If the gentleman would permit mé 
I would call his attention to the Mennonites, a 
class of peovle who come into my State, a most 
desirable class, who speak the German language. 
They were, however, born in Russia and resided 
in Russia; but they do not speak the Russian lan- 
guage, and yet they are one of the best clasees of 
people on the face of the globe. 

Mr. Stone—If they speak their own language 
or the language Sf’ the country in which they re- 
side they are admissible. 

Mr. Hainer—They were not born in Germany. 

Mr. Stone—They are admissible under the law. 

Mr. Hitt—I desire to ask the gentleman, when 
he says residents of a ‘' country,’’ not *‘ nation,”’ 
was it intended by the committee when they said 
that that was the laGguage of the country where 
the man lived rather than the nation controlling 
that country? There are a number of people liv- 
ing in a province of Russia where the German 
language is spoken, and the German language 
is the language of *‘ his country.’’ 

Mr. Danford—It would be his native lancuage. 

Mr. Stone—That is what anybody would con- 
strue it to mean. 

F‘rom the statements in this extract from 
the debate the Armenians shoud recognize 
there is no occasion for their apprehensions. 
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PEOPLE WANT NO MORE DEBSISM. 

There is much talk in political circles 
about Judge Barton Payne and Carter H. 
Harrison as Mayoralty candidates, and 
these two seem to be the only candidates at 
present for the nomination in the Demo- 
cratic ranks. Judge .Payne is a man who 
believes in law and the enforcement of law. 
He is opposed to mob rule and free riot. 
Mr. Harrison is the man who, less than 
three years ago, ran the anarchistic, mobo- 
cratic, communistic campaign for the Debs- 
ites. He had control of a newspaper then, 
and he set to work sensational reporters and 
editors, who took the side of the Debsites in 
their asSault on society. At this time he 
dropped the price of his paper from two 
cents to one cent in the hope of obtaining 
wider circulation and making it more effee- 
tive as a supporter of Debs. Debs was the 
kind of a man Mr. Harrison warmed to. 
Harrison backed bim up as far as he was 
able and indorsed his claims and arguments 
amd spread them over the city in the col- 
umns of his newspaper. 

It was contended by Debs and Harrison 
that the Federal Government had no right 
to protect the inter-State commerce of the 
country or to take ¢are of its mails. But it 
was claimed that Debs had the right to camp 
on the railroad tracks and stop the operation 
of the trains in carrying on the commerce of | 
the coupt ry. Debs flickered out, of course, 
and so in the course of time did the news- 
paper that supported him. 

But the rank and file of the Debsites have 
not forgotten their champion. They would 
be glad to have him elected Mayor and have 
their principle of free riot indorsed by the 
people of that city where Debs displayed 
most of his pernicious activity. But the 
people of Chicago are not going ‘to do a 
thing so foolish. Last year the Debsiter 
formed a coalition with the free silverites. 
The Chicago platform represented their 
conjoined views. That platform and the 
candidates who ran on it were repudiated by 
the people of this county by more than 7U,- 
000 votes. 

The people are no more friendly to Debs- 
ism now than they were on election day or 
at any other time in the past. They know 
what it stands for and they will not put up 
with any indorsement or indorsers of free 
riot. They want a man who believes in the 
law. 


A BILL has been introduced in the House 
appropriating $200,000 for the relief of the 
survivors of the Confederate army who sur- 
rendered with Lee at Appomattox. The 
bill is based upon an alleged pledge made 
by Gen. Grant that the Confederates would 
be allowed to retain certain of their sup- 
plies whereas according to the bill the United 
States despoiled them of all they had. A 
dispatch from Washington states that the 
chances of the passage of the bill are small. 
They should be small, as Gen, Grant made 
no such pledge to Lee or to any one else. 
The bill is only a grab measure, the purpose 
being to take these thousands out of the 
Treasury to reward Confederates who 
should be thankful that they were permitted 
to go home without punishment of ayy 
kind. This attempt to compensate treason 
should be squelched without any < delay. 


Gen. B. F. Tracy on the Arbitration

The New York Herald prints the following 
interview with Gen. B. F. Tracy, former 
Secretary of the Navy, and a lawyer of high 
standing, in regard to the Anglo-American 
arbitration treaty: 

I believé that the treaty, as drawn, pre- 
verits our asserting the Monroe doctrine and 
compels us to submit to arbitration, and if 
we arbitrate we will be beaten. The Mon- 
roe doctrine is not a matter of international 
law and can form no basis for arbitration by 
arbitrators. y 

I only express the opifiion that the treaty 
should not include the Monroe doctrine, and 
that is what.I understand the treaty does, 
without the ameridment. I have no doubt

That one 
experiment was enough to satisfy Europe 
that we would enforce the Monroe doctrine. 
Since its proclamation Europe has carved up 
Africa and has established a foothold in 
Asia, but she has left America very much 
alone.

But for the Monroe doctrine America 


I have examined the question of the Mon- 


roe doctrine very thoroughly and I am sat- 
isfied that that doctrine, in which lama firm 
believer, is no more a matter for arbitration

inherent and well understood element of our 
domestic policy will ever be sumitted to the 
examination of an arbitration tribunal.

SI7R OF THE GREATER NEW YORK. 


Some Statistics Showing Hovw Big a 
City It Will Be—Chicago will 
‘ Camp on Its Trail. 


Philadelphia Ledger: Much has been 
written concerning “‘ Greater New York,”. 
but. few have any conception how great a 
city it will be, Only London will exceed 
it in population, wealth, and business. Its 
area will be 306 square miles, or 195,540 
acres. It will have an estimated popula- 
tion of 3,480,000. Its bonded debt will be 
$216,471,593. Ite annual tax budget will ex- 
ceed $55,000,000. The assessed value of its 
real estate (New York, Brooklyn, and 
Staten Island) will amount to $2,307 001,000, 
Its parks and park lands will comprise 
7,836 acres, not counting several noted road- 
ways, such as the Harlem Speedway and 
the Coney Island boulevard, which are un- 
der park control. 

It will contain sixty-four monuments and 
statues, including Grant’s tomb to be dedi- 
cated next April It will have forty-cight 
cemeteries, comprising 8,600 acres and con- 
taining a silent population of 4,000,000, Its 
public schools’ will contain 826,000 pupils 
and 7,282 teachers. Its police force will ag- 
gregate 6,509 and its firemen 2,125. New 
York and Brooklyn alone have 2,138 miles 
of streets and 991 miles of sewers. The ca- 
pacity of the water-works will be 503,700,000 
gallons, and the miles of water mains will 
number 1,378. : 

Within this mammoth city there will be 
1,008 churches, with 720,771 parishioners 
and 800,000 Sunday-school scholars. The sit- 
ting capacity of the churches is 469,159. The 
aggregate value of church property is $68,- 
718,000. There will be sixty-three libraries, 
containing 1,924,000 volumes, thirty art gal- 
leries, fifty-four theaters, with a seating ca- 
pacity of 88,000, eleven halls for music and 
oratory, with a seating capacity of 38,000; 
eighty-one clubs of established social stand- 
ing, having’ 48,000 members; two big univer- 
sities, and ninety-three other educational 
institutions. 

There will be 110 hotels within the city, 
not to mention several thousand Raines law 
‘*hotels.”” The city will have seven bridges 
across the Harlem and one across the Hast 
River. Another East River bridge has been 
started, and one across the North River is 
projected. There are thirty-three different 
ferries. The forty-five lines of street rail- 
way carry 792,000,000 passengers every year 
over 464 miles of track. There will be up- 
ward of sixty exchanges and other commer- 
cial organizations. There are 218 banks and 
banking institutions in New York and 
Brooklyn alone, and the clearings of the 
clearing-house aggregate $28,000,000,000 a 
year. The big city will transact considera- 
bly more than one-half the foreign com- 
merce of the country. 

[Big as “‘ Great York” may be after an- 
nexing Brooklyn and several small counties, 
Chicago will camp right on its trail and never 
lose sight of Great York till Chicago passes 


it by in 1910.]4 


Is Bimetallism Impossible?f 

Oak Park, lll., Jan. 30.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.}—Why do your references to bi- 
metallism, in the sense of a double standard, 
assume that with “ the commercial ratio ”’ 
it would work? You say, for éxample, that 
“free coinage at any ratio except the coin- 
mercial ratio would substitute a depreciated, 
fluctuating silver standard for the gold star- 
dard.”” ‘All commercial nations,’’ you add, 
‘‘know this, and would refuse to consider 
free coinage at any ratio except the com- 
mercial.’’ 

But what all commercial nations thor- 
oughly understand is, that the attempt tv 
have free coinage, even at the commercial 
ratio, cannot possibly give a sound and se- 
cure monetary system. If silver were a 
stable value, and the gold trick of tho 
Andrew Jackson bill of 1834 could be care- 
fully and securely played—that is, 
of counting the gold in the coinage law a 
little above its real value—the circulation of 
gold could be safeguarded, and that of silver 
left to its fate—that of being sold out by the 
gold. Im no possible case can the exact 
ratio be found and kept, and no prudent 
financier would dare trust a ratio, even if 
silver were a stable value, which did not play 
the Jackson trick in favor of gold. It is gold, 
and gold alone, which makes a monetary 
system sound. 

But silver is no longer a fairly stable value. 
It is, as you correctly recognize, a “‘ depre- 
clated, fluctuating’ value. The exact com- 
mercial ratio of today, if it could be fixed, 
could not be trusted for a month, Even the 
trick of the Jackson “ gold bill ’ $f 18834, for 
giving gold security against silver by count 
ing it of a nominal value aboveits real value, 
might fail through the fall in the value of 
silver. Silver is a hopelessly sinking value. 
It is not merely a declining value: it is a 
tumbling value. It began to be this twenty 
years since, and it can never again be a 
stable value. Twenfy years of the most 
damnable idiocy, the Jones-Stewart scheme 
to put flat value into it, have hurt it us a 
metal and as a popular money. And the 
circumstances of world-production which 
caused its value to break can never go back. 
They are far more likely to carry it to a 
level which will make our present dollar 
worth only 40 cents In short, the essentials 
of a standard are wanting to it, and nothing 
can save it as @ money except a carefully- 
planned tie to a gold standard. How to give 
it the best possible subsidiary position is the 
true problem of silver, as a metal and as 
money. The hoodlum and rascal finance of 
Jones, Stewart, Teller, Altgeld, and Bryan 
has not only done harm to American produc- 
tion, labor, and trade, to the extent of hun- 
dreds of millions, but it has damnified, de- 
pressed, damaged the interests of silver. 

Is it too much to ask Tow Trisune to run 
up the standard which can alone give us 
final rest, that which appeared in headlines 
of ther rt for 1873 of the Director of the 
Mint—*"‘ Gold the Standard or Measure of 
Value: Silver Subsidiary.” 

This will give adequate and secure bimetal- 
lism of money, and will do all that can be 
done for silver as a metal and as popular 
money. If international agreement is to be 
of any good effect it must be directed to se- 
curing, first, the gold standard ag ihe corner- 
stone of sound money; and, second, the best 
possible plan for subsidiary silver. Bimetal- 
lism of the standard is impossible: ho at- 
tempt to have it ig safe which does not de- 
pert from the true market ratio enough to 
safeguard the circulation of gold; an at- 
tempt which rests on the exact ratio or 
which favors silver, will soon end in having 
only silver as money; and this will be fatal 
to silver, as well as to money interests. The 
gold standard, silver subdsidiary system is 
alone sound andsafe.

According to a story that is going around 
here the members of the old Fark Board— 
that is to say, the incumbents of the office 
up to 10 o’clock this morning—were getting 
ready to a good deal of business.

Contractors Give Their Version, 


According to the story of the contractors, 
the negro appeared at the offices to get pay 
on the two checks which he carried, and 
Cattin told him he was not owed anything, 
the provisions being pay in full, whereupon 
he sssaulted the timekeeper with a large 
pocket knife.

Thera was the usual! quantity of bitter alle- 
tions made by the-attorneys of both sides, 
. Forrest making emphatic references to 
the prosecution as an A. P. A. conspiracy 
Mr. Forrest in open court denounced In- 
spector Schaack as a member of the A. P.A., 
end said he would prove the charge to the 
Inspector's own satisfaction before he got 
through the trial. 

This charge made Schaack wild with rage, 
and at the noon recess he attempted to get 
into a conversation with Forrest. The po- 
liceman had previously threatened “to 
punch Forrest in the nose” if he dared to 
call an A. P. A. Forrest remembered 
this threat, and he rapidly shied away from 
Schaack, telling him he would hold no con- 
wersation with him while the trial was on. 

Schaack was compelled to forego hostil- 
ities, but he repeated bis threat that, if For- 
rest did not make his charge good, he would 
keep his promise to give the attorney a 
eound thrashing.

Policeman Michaels Identifies O™Malley 


Policeman Nicholas Michaels testified that 
he was stationed at No. 117 Oak street the 
night of the raid. The lamps went out aftér 
the firsttwo shots. He heard Colliander say 
he was shot and Waters say: * I am shot.” 
Then he cried: “‘I am shot, too.” He then 
went to Sedgwick and Oak streets and called 
for the wagon. 

Michaels id: he saw one of the men who 
fired a shot. Mr. Deneen asked him who it 


was. 

Michaels replied: 

“It was O'Malley, the plumber.” 

Mr. Deneen asked him to point out this 
man if he was in the court-room. 

Michaels arose and pointing to Thomas J. 
O’ Malley said: 

“That is the gentleman.” 

When the raiders rushed in, the witness 
declared, Melin was counting votes, Smith 
was writing at the table, and Eckstrom was 
gitting on the window sill. Heiden, West- 
man, and Waters were also there. He was 
sitting with his back to the door when the 
gang rushed in. The first thing he heard 
r was a cry out: * Throw up your hands,” 

Then came the shots. At the same mo- 
ment he reached for his revolver and arose 
to his feet, holding the weapon by his side. 
He fired, but did not know how many shots. 

Mr. Forrest took a tape measure and meas- 
ured the distance from the wound which 
Michaels received to the ground. It was 
thirty-eight inches. 

Michaeis, continuing, said he saw one man 
standing In front of him. This man hada 
eun in his hand and he struck up the gun. 
The man who held it was’homas J. O’ Mal- 
ley. 

" Brings No Former Testimoany. 

Here Mr. Donahoe took up a list of ques- 
tions which he presented to Michaels at the 
Santry habeas corpus proceedings before 
Judge Baker, April 28, 1896. Mr. Donahoe 
asked Michaels if he did not at that time 
swear that he did not know who was in the 
room: that he said that he did not know 
whether John Santry or John Sampson 
came in. Michaels said he had not made 
any such statement. . 

Mr. Forrest asked Michaels where the re- 
volver was with which he had done the 
shooting. He said he had lost it a year ago. 

Mr. Forrest—Dfd you not lose it because yes 
knew that every bullet in it had a peculiar mark 

Michaels—No, sir. , 

Mr. Forrest—How did you lose it? 

Michaels—I was taking a buggy ride with my 
family one Banteay when I lost it. 

Mr. Forrest—When? 

Michaels—I don’t know the exact time. I was 
taking a ride out to Evanston and went Into the 
woods with my family. It must have worked out 


of m ocket and dropped in the road. 
Mr ‘forrest—Did you not understand the im- 


portance of keeping that revolver? 

Michaels—No, sir. 

Mr. Forrest—Did you not know that it has been 
charged that it was your revolver which accident- 
ally shot Gus Colliander? 

Michaels Becomes Uneasy. 


Michaels became uneasy and talked ex- 
citedly. He said he had heard something 
about it.. While he was at the hospital 
Policeman Finn took the weapon and kept 
it until he got well. He didn’t want to lose 
it. He had known O’Malley for five years, 
but he could not say whether or not O’ Malley 
was the first man who came in, 

Mr. Forrest asked him if he had not said 
before Judge Baker he did not know whether 
O™Malley was there or not. Michaels re- 
plied he didn’t know whether he said it or 
not. When Mr. Forrest read to him the 
transcript in the proceedings before Baker 
the policeman denied positively having made 
any such statements 
Mr. Forrest asked him if he fired straight 
in front of him at O’Malley. Michaels re- 
plied in the affirmative. When Forrest 
asked him why it didn’t hit ‘“‘ Tom” he said 
he did not know. Mr. Forrest asked Michaels 
if the question had not been put to him before 
Judge Baker regarding the identity of the 
man whose hand he had struck up; that he 
had replied: ‘‘I do not know him. I have 
not seen him since.’’ 

Michaels replied that he had never made 
any such statement before Judge Baker. 
Michaels denied having remarked to Wit- 
ness Waterson: “I cannot identify any of 
them and Schaack !s as mad as the dickens. 
He thinks I ought to identify those fellows.” 
Mr. Forrest asked: “ When you walked 
out of the building at noon today did not 
Schaack say to you: “If you don’t stick to 
your story I will break your nec me 
Michaels vehemently denied the allegation. 


John Heiden Identifies Santry. 


John’ Heiden, an election official, told how 
he jumped behind the door when the gang 
rushed in. He saw six men, each of them 
armed with a revolver. He positively recog- 
nized Santry as one of the men. 

Mr. Donahoe then sprung Heiden’s testi- 
mony before Judge Baker. He said he had 
talked about the case with Eckstrom, Smith, 
and Melin, but» that he never had talked 
about the case in any society room. Hesaid 
he had been an A. P. A. several years ago, 
but he had left the order a year before the 
shooting: that Melin had also belonged to 
it. but that he did not think Smith and Eck- 
strom were. members. 

Heiden said he never knew Santry by name 
until he was called to the#iast Chicago Ave- 
nue Station last April, and then he imme- 
diately identified him as one of the raiders. 
Louis Eckstrom Corroborates Heiden. 
Louis Eckstrom testified that he was a 
watcher at the polls, and about 12:10 he 
heard a scuffling in the hall. He recognized 
one of the scufflers as John Santry. The 
order was given to hold up their hands, 
and he thought the visitors were fooling
